Responsible for Safety 
Safety on th* highways is a per­ 
sonal responsibility of every motor­ 
ist who uses tbs roads, and Is not 
a problem to be solved entirely b- 
the engineer^ r the police, accon 
ing to th* chairman of one state 
highway commission. 
While h’ghway engineers are de­ 
signing and building roads which 
have every safety factor known tc 
modern science, and traffic eng 
neers are doing effective work i; 
marking roads and establishing reg­ 
ulations to eliminate hazards, suc­ 
cess of this program must rest with 
the motorist Unless a safety mark­ 
ing on the highways is observed b’ 
all motorists, it can not prevent eon 
tinued accidents. 
Disregard o* "stop” signs at In­ 
tersections is one of the frequent 
causes of accidents while many mo­ 
torists pay little attention to othe 
caution and warning signs whic! 
have been placed along the state 
highways for their protection. Even 
the construction of costly dual-lane 
highways, where traffic moving in 
opposite directions is separated by 
wide parkways, has not eliminator 
accidents which result from poor or 
careless driving. 
Continued progress Is being made 
by highway engineers in the elimi­ 
nation of hazards, such as narrow 
bridges and culverts, narrow ghoul 
ders and the elimination of sharp 
curves and grades.

Buy ‘P rotective’ Foods 
What do families on relief actual* 
ly buy with blue stamps issued free 
as a practical method for distribute 
ing foods of which there is a surplus 
supply? What foods do they choose 
when they have opportunity to select 
as they please from a limited list 
of surplus foods? 
It is too early to draw general 
conclusions, says Milo Pcrk ns, in 
charge of the United States depart­ 
m ent of agriculture food-stanip pro­ 
gram. 
But for a six-week period 
the stamp holders spent a little more 
than RO per cent of their blue stamps 
for "protective'* foods and a little 
less than 20 per cent for flour, 
corn meal, rice and beans. 
Butter, 
eggs, and fresh fruits and vege­ 
tables have protective valuer. 
For this period the stam p plan 
was effective in five cities. 
There 
were minor differences in adminis­ 
trative methods to discover which 
variations of the basic plan seemed 
to work best. 
In general, orange- 
colored stamps, which were bought 
by the relief family, could be used 
to buy any foods, and half as many 
blue stamps given free could be 
spent only for foods on the official 
surplus lif t

I'he Nazi government us strengthening its 
defenses against foreign information as defi­ 
nitely as against foreign arms. It is almost 
imjiossible to get into the Reich a book or 
newspaper or letter conveying farts that the 
masters of Germany do not want their people 
to have. 
New law enforcement agencies have been 
established to deal severely with citizens 
ignoi mg such prohibitions. The authorities 
I la vc been “cracking clown” especially on lis­ 
tening to foreign broadcasts. 
The Depart­ 
ment of Justice has informed tile public that 
imprisonment and even death sentences will 
lie imposed on offenders. 
And it isn’t merely German citizens who 


A l t ' affected. Recently warnings have been 
broadcast that aliens residing in the Reich 
must oljey the same law against listening to 
alien radio programs. 
Considerable foreign information is prob­ 
ably smuggled in. Even so, Germany as a 
whole seems pretty well safeguarded against 
the entrance of truth regarding what is being 
done and said and thought in the free world 
outside*. The Russians are still more isolated. 
It is an almost incredible situation, at a 
time when the means of enlightenment are 
far greater than ever before. And this is per­ 
haps tho worst of all the misfortunes of the 
German i>eople. Their lives and minds are 
darkened bv masters who do not dare to let 
thorn know the truth.

He skates softly over the horrible reports 
of cruelty, privation and slaughter recently 
, published in all the free countries. He insists j 
I that the Nazis’ way of ruling the occupied 1 
regions is “in the best interest of the popula- j 
tion itself.” The Poles’ troubles, he suggests, | 
are their own fault. The treatment they get j 
in the future will depend on “the readiness 
with which Poles revise their thinking proc­ 
esses and e-ease to conspire against the 
Reich.” They must recognize “Greater Ger­ 
many’s right as a warring nation of 80,000,- 
000 to eliminate enemies on her flank.” 
Such reasoning is nonsense except to a 
Nazi mind. The Poles were not enemies until 
Hitler made them so by brutal invasion. The 
Fuehrer himself only a year ago, had called 
them friends and good neighbors. 
If the militarized Nazis really propose to 
“eliminate enemies on their flank”, they will 
have to carry' their war of subjection around 
the world, for one by one they make enemies 
of all their neighbors. 


GIRLS ON THE ROAD 
The railroads have observed increasing 
numbers of women and girls stealing freight 
car transportation in the last year or two. 
Now Jeff Davis, “king of the hoboes”, is 
asking juvenile authorities and social agen­ 
cies to do something about the situation. The 
“dizzy dam es” are driving men off the road 
and the hoboes do not like it. 
“There are at least 5,000 girls between the 
agos of 16 and 22 hitch-hiking across the 
country and swarming through the hobo jun­ 
gles,” he complains. “They're the greatest 
menace to American society. Ignorant of the 
pitfalls, they try to act tough. Many of them 
carry guns. They have brought a curse on 
every itinerant in the nation.” 
Is this development a result of the depres­ 
sion and the lack of jobs for a lot of young 
women? Or does it come from the greater 
freedom of girls today which encourages 
them to seek adventure in dangerous ways 
as boys always have done? 
Whatever the cause, the problem is seri­ 
ous. Parents, schools, social agencies, police 
and juvenile authorities all have an urgent 
job to do here.

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NOTICING IIF..VHT DANGER SIGNALS 


‘The m istaken notion that heart disease is an 
absolutely fatal disease m ust be dispelled, and per­ 
sons with weak hearts must be taught to live with 
the hearts they have." 
I am quoting Dr. Louis Faugeres Bishop, Jr., in 
Hygeia. 
As stated before, even a damaged or diseased 
heart can support life at a certain rate of living, 
even if not at the rate of living of former years, just 
as n bridge that was able to carry a 10-ton load can 
be used to carry Just 5-toti loads for years. 
The bridge didn t lose half its strength in one 
day, but over a number of years its supports grad­ 
ually liecamc weaker due to heavy loads, Hoods, or 
other conditions or accidents. 
"Many iiersons imagine that heart discase come 
suddenly out of a clear sk y ; they do not realize that 
Nature sets her danger signals along the path of 
life, lf these signals are heeded, the individual con­ 
tinues serenely along the i>ath of life; if they are 
disregarded, there comes a crash and we see in the 
palier the hopeless words "suddenly at 53 of a heart 
attack." 
This "suddenly at 53" might have been 
"peacefully Rt 80." 
. 
I have spoken before of a professor at the I m- 
versity of Illinois Medical School, who discovered 
his heart w as diseased when he was 40 >ears of age. 
and lived within the limits of the strength of his 
heart for another 40 years. 
What are the danger signals which, if heeded. 
will permit one with a discased heart to live many 
years? 
There is a slight pain in the chest under the 
breast bone under effort, excitement, a large meal, 
or even w hen resting. Later, this pain becomes more 
intense, \ise-like, and may spread up into loft 
shoulder and arm. 
Breathlessness, getting out of 
breath on slight exertion, is another danger signal 
of a failing heart. 
The thought when these danger signals appear 
is to go first to the family physician and then. 
if he thinks it wise, to the heart specialist who with 
the aid of the tluroseojK* (X-ray) and electrocar­ 
diograph can outline the rate at which the individ­ 
ual can live safely for many years 
If heart attacks should appear, a long rest (4 
to 6 w eeks». instead of a daily rest, may be neces­ 
sary.

Remarking that the treaty had 
imperfections. Stanley said: 
"We, , 
with others, made our mistakes, ’ 
but w ent on: 
"Do you think that a victorious 
Germany would give 
a defeated 
I Britain a treaty 
of 
Versailles? 
Shorn of our empire, our fleet and 
our trade, we should be a small, 
overcrowded island, its 
recovery 
impossible and even its 
survival 
in doubt, 
"For ourselves, we w ant noth­ 
ing of Germany or of 
tho 
Ger­ 
mans. 
We do not 
desire 
their 
destruction; we do not 
begrudge 
them their prosperity^ we do not 
w ant to make of them the helots 
they have made of millions, or to 
m ake of their 
land 
the 
desert 
they have made of a quarter of 
Europe. 
"We w ant them to be peaceful \ 
and happy members of a peaceful 
and happy Europe" 
Saying that "nistancc lends en­ 
chantm ent." 
Stanley 
suggested: 
"Let us rail as our witnesses not 
people 
thousands of miles away, i 
but people a litttlc nearer to the 
scene" for judgment of H itler.

refuse to redress, or do they only 
feel safe from him if they have 
nothing he wants or nothing he 
can get?

Bubble was 
a 
speculative project th at dem oralized 
the financial condition of France in 
the early part of the Eighteenth 
century. 
Its prom oter, a Scotch 
econom ist nam ed John Law , was a 
friend of the F rench regent, the 
duke of Orleans. 
W hen the regent 
assum ed control, in 1715. he found 
that the extravagance of the late 
king, Lotus XIV, had played havoc 
with the financial affairs of the king­ 
dom, 
Law s efforts to advise and 
assist the regent culm inated, in 1717, 
in the organization of a vast asso­ 
ciation for trade, to be known as 
the 
M ississippi 
com pany. 
The 
French governm ent granted to the 
com pany the territo ry of Louisiana, 
an indefinite region 
about which 
there were m any wild and extrava­ 
gant rum ors. 
A bank was formed, 
with Law as director, shares were 
sold to the public, and. the French 
people plunged into an orgy of spec­ 
ulation. The inflated schem e, which

Old Book of Recipes 
Rated as ‘Best-Seller* 
A book of recipes published by 
one Dr. A. W. Chase of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., in 1856 and still appearing in 
several editions is one of the m ost 
popular books ever w ritten in the 
United States. 
Dr. Chose was a grocer and drug­ 
gist in Ann Arbor until he was 38, 
when he took the m edical course. 
Upon graduation, he prepared a lit­ 
tle pam phlet of a few pages giving 
recipes gathered in his varied ex­ 
perience, touching on such things 
as the cure of pleurisy, p reserv a­ 
tion of cider, and storage of butter. 
By 1863 his work was in its tenth 
edition and he already had sold 
23,000 copies. His printing p lant had 
grown into a throe-story structure 
and his opus had becom e—"D r. 
Chase's Recipes or Inform ation for 
Everybody—An Invaluable Collec­ 
tion of About 800 Practical R ecipes.*’ 
By this tim e Dr. C hase had de­ 
partm ents of his book devoted to 
saloonkeepers, tinners, blacksm iths, 
shoem akers, 
cabinetm akers, 
b a r­ 
bers. 
bakers, 
jew elers, 
farm ers, 
gunsm iths, 
painters — about 
an; 
trade you could im agine. 
He was giving authoritative infor­ 
mation on everything from com put­ 
ing interest to how to spot coun­ 
terfeit money. 
Sale was entirely by agents. Uni­ 
versity students by the score m ade 
college expenses by spreading Dr. 
C hase's work throughout the land. 
But they ran into one serious arti­ 
cle-p ro sp ectiv e custom ers argued 
the book couldn’t be reliable as it 
contained “ too m uch for any one 
m an to know.” That m ade it neces­ 
sary for the doctor to explain how 
he gathered his m aterial. 
But th at 
didn't prevent the sale 
of the book from growing. 
By the 
seventies if a home had but two 
books, it was no job at all to nam e 
them —the Bible and D r. C h a se r 
Recipes.

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PHOENIX.—Stories of exploitation 
and social ostracism of migratory 
workers presented in “The Grapes 
of W rath” and other works of fic­ 
tion are closely paralleled in a re­ 
port en m igrant families prepared 
by PWA research workers. 
The report, entitled “ Migratory 
Cotton ^Yorkers in Arizona,” gave a 
detailed account of the activities of 
518 m igrant families in this state 
early in 1938. 
It said homeless workers were at­ 
tracted to Arizona by distorted ad­ 
vertising, only to find below subsist­ 
ence wages, unsanitary living condi­ 
tions, and social barriers as rigid 
and inflexible as to be found any­ 
where. 
Seek Cheap Labor. 
"Although Arizona’s most valuable 
crop (cotton) cannot be harvested 
without them,*’ the report said, 
"itinerant cotton pickers are regard­ 
ed as pariahs, and farm ers feel 
tneir children are degraded by con­ 
tact in school with poor m igrants.” 
The report said as much as $300,- 
OOO had been spent by Arizona pro* 
ducers in a single year to attract 
a cheap labor supply to this state. 1 
Mediums usually used were display | 
advertising in newspapers, hand­ 
bills. and publicity, ail promising 
good pay good living conditions in 
the cam ps and a “healthy, salu­ 
brious clim ate.” 
"Actually,” the Investigators re­ 
ported. “ possible earnings appear to 
have been much lower than those I 
stated in the advertising. 
Under 
prevailing wages their Jobs ordina­ 
rily provide only a meager day-to- 
day existence at best, and the work­ 
ers have no reserves to tide them 
over slack tim es.” 
Average earnings of a cotton pick­ 
er were found to be about $6 to $8 
a week, and only in one instance 
was a w orker able to earn as much 
as $16 a week. Large families with 
four workers or more averaged a 
gross income of $18.38 for a week’s 
work. 
Willing to Work. 
The report presented a scene of 
poor living conditions in the camps, 
describing them as “filthy, make­ 
shift collection of shelters, frequent­ 
ly lacking even elementary sanitary 
facilities.” 
Many m igrants must appeal for 
direct relief upon completion of the 
harvest, the report said, because 
their m eager earnings will not carry 
them as far as the next area where

A Fish Just the Same. 
“A fish caught off the tip of South 
America was found to be a coela­ 
canth. 
This type of fish was pre­ 
viously believed to have been ex­ 
tinct for 60,000 years. 
The identi­ 
fication was m ade by Dr. J. I*. B. 
Smith, Rhodes university college, 
Grahamstown, South Africa. 
“Rhesus monkeys, most useful of 
all animals to medical research 
workers in the study of such dis­ 
eases as infantile paralysis, tuber­ 
culosis. and leprosy, proved to be 
good pioneers. 
In an effort to ob­ 
tain the anim als more cheaply for 
research in America, a number of 
these ‘jungle folk’ were taken from 
their native India to Santiago island, 
a half mile off San Juan, Puerto 
Rico. Within less than a year near­ 
ly IOO monkeys have been born in 
the colony. 
“Climaxing years of research. Dr. 
Gregory Pincus, Clark university, 
was able to bring to normal birth 
a rabbit which was produced with 
only one parent (by scientifically in­ 
duced parthenogenesis). The ovum 
from which the fatherless rabbit de­ 
veloped w as not fertilized in the usu­ 
al manner but was subjected to a 
saline solution and heat, and was 
then implanted in a ’host’ female 
rabbit. 
By the laws of heredity 
only female offspring can result 
from this procedure. The fatherless 
rabbit has already produced a litter 
of young in the ordinary way.”
